Democrat prints a detailed account.if the 
Flotida Everglades expedition. Tbe report 
was written by Major A. IL Williams, com 
m«nder of the expedition. The exploring 
party constated of twelve persons, six white, 
six colored, and carried llacine canoes. They 
went by steamer October 17 last from Cedar. 
Keyes to Puntarassa, Fla , where they took to 
canoes, and prosoeded up the Caloosabatchifl 
river to Lake Okccclio,bee, a dUtaoco of about 
ninety miles, arriving on the 1st of Novem- 
ber. 
Skirting the western and southern 


shores of Lake OkccCliobco, they discovered 
eight large streams llowiug iuto a dense saw- 
grass swamp that borders the Everglades 
Entering one of the streams, wbicn was 
named the "T -D," the expedition proceeded 
to its head, and began the tedloui work of 
cutting Its w»y through llie swamp to the 
saw grass. The denseness of the swamp can 
be better imagined, "from the fact tbat the 
party traveled on an average onlj a quarter 
of a mile per day. Myriads ot huge alllga 
tore, snakes, leeches, and poisonous bugs 
r«r» cnonnntflred 
The Jeecbes were especl- 


allj troublesome, coverinr the legs of the 
men. 


eislng from tlie swamp the party en- 


tered the saw-grass, which grows from ten to 
twelve feet higu, and is very dense, with sharp 
edges that cut one way and saw the other. 
This gi»w the party tired, and pushed for- 
wird over the stubbles. After traveling due 
south some ten miles the party struck innu- 
me.able small deep lakes or ponds, Oiled with 
alligators aud the finest fish. Auout thlrt) 
miles from Lake Okoochoboo the party en- 
teieJ the nosiy waters oE. tbe Everglade;, 
and enc«"iped on an island, tlie first dry land 
encountered after leaving the lake. The only 
tree? OB the isU"d were cusUrd apple and 
nlldfig. 


The progitss of the expedition was tlience-

This fall there were a great 
many who left this section of country seeking 
other-mining localities confident that they 
cuuU nut hud a worse <"»11fitr> titan this.

Sitka, the 
port, is a town of about 2.000 Inhabitants, 
mostly Chinamen and Esquimaux, who make 
their'living mostly by fishing along the coast, 
the Americans having n bard time to get 
along. So far as mining is concerned,thorn 
is but very little done here, and what little, 
thero is, is done by Chinamen, who inake 
about a dollar or two dollars per day, work 
hard and live ou 'chuck' that uo American 
dog would eat Uarrisbunr Is a mining camp 
about 150 miles from Silka, and was reported 
to be good, but on arriving there 1 found it a 
fraud. It is a good placo to stay away from. 
The McKenzio river, tho best placo so far dis- 
covered Id this country, Is turning out poorly. 
Those who have explored that section 
thoroughly h»ve

lu winter time all Is at a standstill, and no 
sbow to get work nt any price. Ail theie is 
done arontid tho port or any other portion of 
the civilized coHntry Is done by the natives 
who work for S1,5Q per day. In fact, Alaska 
Is a good country to stay away from. Tell 
the boys in San Juan to stay whcro they are. 
I »l-h 1 was back to-day. Having traveled 
through portions of Utah and iloniaua, i mil 
to see that'the mining Interests aro ahead of 
San Juau. I leave soon for San Francisco." 


The above extracts show conclusively that 


Sao Juan is not so bad after all. The writer's 
n-Dort corresponds with that of many others 
who have emigrated U>_ that country. They 
all tell tho same story of Alaska, In Nevada 
and California the mining Interests are at a 
standstill. The mills and factories of the 
oast are closing down, throwing thousands 
«nd thousands out ot employment. Coal 
luincs are closing down with tho samo results. 


Lead mines are coming to a standstill, 


thousands of miners out of work without 
means of support, and from all sections come 
tlie daily report of failures, panics, etc.
